The Dominion department of agri-| 
culture, dairy division, Ottawa, -issues 
the following bulletin, under the head- 
ing of “Economical Machines.” 

“Has it impressed itself on your 
mind, as a practical man, selling farm 
crops in the form of milk through tie 
medium of cows’ manufacturing ‘ap- 
paratus, that possibly some of this ani- 
mated machinery needs ‘overhauling | 
and Closely examining? A new /mach-) 
ine, running more economically, may 
save a manufacturer its cost several 
times over in a very short while. So 
if, your cows were regarded in this 
light, some might be found to be very 
economical producers, ‘and possibly 
the lesg. suid) about, the capacity, of 
others the better. 

“Some cow testing figures given.to 
the dainy division, Ottawa, by . dairy 
farmers prove that some herds of 
cows produce milk at a feed -cost of 
$1.45 per, 100 pounds, while close, by 
are other herds whose average feed 
cost of production. is) only 80. cents 
‘per 100 pounds of milk. Again, be- 
tween two cows in the same herd the 
cost of feed per. pound of butter-fat is 
frequently found to vary as much as 
from 23 to 49 cents. 

What is. of importance to the aver- 
age dairyman is this fact, that cow 
testing helps to put’ each cow in the 
herd on.4 good. paying’ basis very 
quickly. A simple plan of weighing 
and. testing each individual cow's milk 
goon discovers if any unit-machines. in 
the milk making factory are not in 
good economical running order. Then 
that makes $20 or $80-or more clear. 
profit above the cost of feed. Does 
each one of your cows do that? It 
will pay you to find out.”

and architectural standpoint; will 
be. a most fascinating one. Here 
will be a chance, to build model 
‘towns—to avoid the crooked streets, 
natrow. highways, congestion of 
houses. and numercus Gther annoy- 
ing features: which towns of natural 
growth usually — possess. The» 
markable possibilities’ offered by the 
country waiting to “be made. over 
have struck certain Bnglishmen, who 
summarize as follows. their ideas on 
the matter: “Among the 200,000 refu- 
gees who were welcomed to England 
there are about two hundred archi 
tects.

Loans for Seed Grain 


Amendment is to be Made to Bank 
Act For Benefit of Farmers » 

Hoh, W. T. White, finance minister, 
has given notice of.an © important 
amendment to the Bank Act as far as 
farmers of; Western Canada are con- 
cerned. ‘This amendment, which. is 
only temporary and will only be in 
force until Aug. 1, will permit banks 
to loam money for the purchase of 
seed grain on the security of the grain 
purchased. : 

The crop is to be grown from such 
Seed - and,the ‘grain threshed from 
such ¢ . At present banks can 
only. loan money against grain on 
warehouse receipts. The resolution is 
as follows: “Resolved, that it is ex- 
pedient to amend the Bank Act by 
permitting the chartered. banks up to 
thé first day of August, 1915, tg lend 
money for the purchase of seed grain 
upon the security of the grain pur- 
chased, the crop. to be grown there- 
from, and the grain threshed from the 
crop, and that any act founded on this 
resolution to be deemed to have come 
into force on March 15;.1915.”

The Dominion department: of, agri- 
cultute, dairy division, Ottawa, issues 
the following bulletin, under the head- 
ing of “Economical Machines.” 

“Has it impressed ‘itself on your 
mind, as a practical man, selling farm 
crops in the form of milk through the 
mediim of cows’ manufacturing. ap- 
paratus, that possibly. some of this ani- 
mated machinery needs overhauling 
and closely examining? A new mach- 
ine, running more economically, may 
save a Manufacturer its cost several 
times over in a very short while. So 
if. your cows were regarded in this 
light, some might be found to be very 
economical producers, and possibly 
the less said about the capacity of 
others the better. 

“Some cow testing figures given to 
the dairy division, Ottawa, by dairy 
farmers prove that some, herds of 
Cows produce milk at a feed cost of 
$1.45 per 100 pounds, while close by 
ate other herds whose average feed 
cost of production is only 80 cents 
per 100 pounds of.milk. Again, be- 
twéen two cows in’ the same herd the 
cost of feed per pound of butter-fat is 
frequently found to vary as much as 
from 2% to 49 cents. 

What is of importance to the aver- 
age dairyman is this fact, that cow 
testing helps to put each cow in the 
herd on a good paying basis very 
quickly... A simple plan of weighing 
and tegting each individual cow’s milk 
soon aecbeaee if any unit machines in 
the milk making factory. are not in 
good economical running order. Then 
that makes. $20 or $30 or more clear 
profit aboye the cost of feed. . Does 
each one of your cows do that? It 
will pay you to find out.”

‘Six Field Agents Have Been Appbdint- 
ed-for Manitoba 

The Winnipeg business men who 
recently investigated the. conditions 
of agricultural education in North 
Dakota, and whose report and recom- 
mendations -we published, in giving 
out the result of their work made a 
statement which needs to be made 
public, in order to prevent misappre- 
hension.. They say; “Since its return 
your committee has been conferring 
with the minister of agriculture for 
Manitoba’ with a view to some ar- 
rangemient whereby’ an association of 
farmers and business men might co- 
operate with his department in inaug- 
urating a system of field instruction. 
Although the provincial government 
does not at the present time see its 
way to entering into the joint plan 
suggested it ig gratifying to note that 


the minister of agricuituré lias’ an-} 


nounced that his department will it- 
self put a number of field instructors 
at work in the spring. As this in some 
measure fulfills the purpose “of the 
joint plan proposed, your corimittee 
feels that it is inadvisable to proceed 
at the present ‘time with the forming 
of an association as outlined in its 
report.”

All sorts of prophesies are being 
made of the likely duration .of the 
war, Lord Kitchetier originally said 
three years. So far as newspaper ‘re- 
ports are concerned there is no rea 
son to believe he has’ changed. hie 
opinion. ‘All that-he is‘ known to have 
subsequently remarked’ is that. he 
didn't know when the war could end, 
but that ‘he did know when it would 
begin—in may. This, of course, was 
taken as indicating that the rea) ot- 
fensive campaign of the allies would’ 
then start. Meantime, ‘beyond send- 
ing over contingenis; the plain duty 
remains to Canada of being prepared 
for any contingency, This country is 
the nearest of the large overseas Do- 
minions, and to this country Britain 
will naturally look for a great portion 
of her supplies. That she is doing co 
already is abundantly proven by the 
fact tnat the traae returns for the 
five months of the war that elapsed 
in 1914 show a decidedly marked in- 
crease. For the final quarter of the 
year, compared with the same period 
in 1913, that increase was no less 
than nine and a half million dollars, 
principally in the value of foodstuffs. 
There is surely groundwork § for 
thought fii such a statement. Canada 


has proudly’ claimed to be the granary © 


of the. empire, It is now up to her to 
fulfil. that Loast,.and not only in the 
matter of cereals, but also as regards 
beef, mutton, pork, bacon and yege- 
tables. -In cultivation of the’ last- 
mentioned the cities. and towns can 
help by utilizing the present waste 
land either in’ their midst or in the 
surrounding territory.

Naval Code Book 


Great Precaution is Used to Guard the 
* Secret Signals 

Every navy has a secret code of 
signals different from. the ordinary 
code in general use, This code is 
used only in time of war and in the 
presence of the enemy. If the enemy 
could read the signals he could se- 
oure a great advantage. . So the sec- 
ret code books are carefully guard- 
ed ad none is more carefully pro- 
tected than that of the United States 
navy. The secret code books. are 


issued only to the executive officers 


of ships and every recaution is 
taken to prevent them being stolen 
by men in the service of foreign 
governments.» The books are bound 
in heavy metal covers, so that if a‘ 
vessel is threatened-with capture the 
commander may throw his code book 
overboard and it will sink, thus 
avoiding seizure. ,
